Deputy Reyes had Suspect Torres exit the vehicle, and began to conduct a pat down 
search for their safety. Deputy Bhad returned to the patrol vehicle to run Ms. 

for wants and warrants. As Deputy Reyes attempted to place Suspect Torres’ 
hands behind his back, Suspect Torres pushed away from Deputy Reyes and 
attempted to run southbound. Deputy Reyes was able to grab the back of Suspect 
Torres’ jacket and both fell to the ground.

Deputy Reyes, fearing for his and his partner's 
life, drew his duty weapon and shot Suspect Torres.

Deputy sustained a gunshot wound to the face. He was transported to the Los 
Angeles County/USC Medical Center where he was listed in critical, but stable 
condition.

Deputy Reyes sustained bruises and abrasions to his krees and arms from the fight 
with Suspect Torres. He was transported to the Los Angeles County/USC Medica! 
Center where he was treated and released. 


Suspect Torres sustained a gunshot wound to the face. He was transported to the Los 
Angeles County/USC Medical Center where he was pronounced dead. 


It was discovered that Suspect Torres was armed with two handguns during the 
altercation, a Glock Model 22, containing .40 caliber Smith and Wesson ammunition, 
which he used to shoot Deputy as we!l as a .38 caliber Smith & Wesson, which 
was loaded with six rounds of ammunition. Both were recovered at the scene. 


Two expended 9mm shell casings from Deputy Reyes’ weapon were recovered at the 
scene, as well as two expended .40 caliber shel! casings from Suspect Torres’ weapon.

Deputy M ustained a gunshot wound to the face. The bullet entered just below 
the left eye, causing major trauma to the left eye, and bone structure below the left eye. 
Deputy also suffered a fractured lower mandible. 


IAB Note: Deputy {has since lost the left eye, has had nine 
surgeries to repair the damage caused by the gunshot, and will eventually 
receive a prosthetic left eye. Deputy has not returned to work. 


Deputy Reyes sustained bruises, and abrasions to his hands, arms and knees, as well 
as a strained neck and back. 


Suspect Torres sustained a gunshot wound to the face. The entry wound was on the 
left side of his mouth.

One Smith & Wesson, .38 S&W Speciai caliber revolver, serial number 
B lcaded with six live .38 Special caliber cartridges (Refer to Exhibit A, pages 
92 and 93). 


PROPERTY DAMAGE: 


There was minimal property damage observed to the right front windshield wiper of a 
Saturn Twin Cam, CA license #8 which was parked on Brannick Avenue, north 
of Floral Drive, facing south. A corresponding bullet hole was observed in the lower 
right portion of the windshield. There was no additional damage reported (Refer to 
Exhibit A, page 94). 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATOR / CHARGES FILED: 


None, suspect deceased. 
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LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


Lighting and weather conditions were consistent with an early evening hour, 
approximately 1930 hours, during the month of January. 


IAB Note: Deputy Reyes described during his Internal Affairs Bureau 
interview, when asked about fighting, it wasn’t yet dark, but rather dusk 
and he was able to see clearly. Additionally the traffic stop was under a 
street light. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENT: 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
recorded interviews and transcriptions. 


Deputy Reyes: 


Deputy Reyes was interviewed on January 12, 2011, by Homicide investigators 
Quintero, Employee #—EEEEE and Ramirez, Employee AM at the Homicide 
Bureau. 


Deputy Reyes was patrolling the area with his [ES Deputy I As they were 

traveling southbound Brannick Avenue, they saw a white compact vehicle, stopped 

along the curb in a red zone, which is also a bus stop. Deputy Reyes said when he 

initially saw the vehicle parked in the red zone, it was his intent to order them to move 

on. As they pulled alongside the driver side, of the white car, they saw a female driver, 
and a male passenger (Torres). 


Deputy Reyes decided to conduct a traffic stop. He told Deputy ia. contact the 
driver, and he would contact the passenger. Deputy Reyes said he did not immediately 
recognize Suspect Torres upon his contact, but as they began to talk, Deputy Reyes 
recognized Suspect Torres from past contacts and knew he was an active “Lott 13” 
gang member. Deputy Reyes described Suspect Torres as, “A big guy with tattoos on 
his body,” and Deputy Reyes knew him as “Husky.” 


Deputy Reyes said Suspect Torres immediately appeared nervous. When Deputy 
Reyes asked him for any identification, Suspect Torres began reaching for his 
waistband area, so Deputy Reyes ordered Suspect Torres te exit the vehicle. Deputy 
Reyes said as Suspect Torres exited the vehicle, “he turned away from Deputy Reyes 
and faced the open car door,” appearing to Deputy Reyes that he did not want to turn 
and face him. 
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As Deputy Reyes moved toward Suspect Torres, to grab hold of his arms, Suspect 
Torres pushed backwards, against Deputy Reyes causing him to move backward. 
Suspect Torres attempted to run south on the sidewalk. Deputy Reyes said he was 
able to grab the back of the large jacket the suspect was wearing, and grabbed onto 
Suspect Torres in a “bear hug.” Both Deputy Reyes and the suspect fell forward onto 
the sidewalk, close to the right front tire of the white compact vehicle. 


Deputy Reyes said they began wrestling on the ground, with Suspect Torres yelling at 
Deputy Reyes, “Mother fucker, what the fuck,” and violently thrashing against Deputy 
Reyes. Deputy Reyes recalled Deputy assisting by trying to control Suspect 
Torres’ arms. Deputy Reyes told investigators as the three were wrestling, Suspect 
Torres seemed to be attempting to reach for Deputy Reyes’ holstered duty weapon. 
Deputy Reyes recalled using his right hand to push down on his weapon so Suspect 
Torres could not gain centro! of it. Deputy Reyes said during the struggle, he did try to 
broadcast on his hand-held radio that they were involved in a fight. 


At this time, Suspect Torres was able to lift himself up off the ground with both deputies 
still holding him. Deputy Reyes said he then, “heard one or two gunshots,” which 
sounded very close to him and Deputy I Deputy Reyes said he was so focused 
on controlling Suspect Torres, he did not immediately see Deputy EEE but believed 
Suspect Torres had shot and killed him. Deputy Reyes added, “The next thing he 
could recall was seeing Suspect Torres holding a gun in his hand, and turning it to point 
the muzzle in his direction. This was the first time he discovered that Suspect Torres 
was armed with a gun.” 


Deputy Reyes said “Fearing that the suspect had just shot Deputy IEEE and was 
about to shoot him, he grabbed a hold of Suspect Torres’ gun. The gun was actually 
pointed at his (Deputy Reyes’) body as they were struggling for control of the weapon.” 


Deputy Reyes said he was able to turn the muzzle away from him and he recalled the 
gun going off at least two more times. As they continued to fight for control of the 
weapon, Deputy Reyes summoned the strength to push Suspect Torres against a chain 
link fence. Deputy Reyes said he was now in front of Suspect Torres. Deputy Reyes 
said he, “was able to un-holster his firearm with his right hand, as he backed up slightly, 
then raised his gun to face level, and fired two rounds.” He believed he struck the 
suspect in the face or head. Deputy Reyes told investigators he knew if he did not 
shoot Suspect Torres, Suspect Torres would have killed him. 


At this point, Deputy Reyes saw Deputy fon his hands and knees, bleeding from 
his face. Deputy Iwas able to get to his feet, and Deputy Reyes said he again 
tried to broadcast emergent traffic on his hand-held radio. Assuring Deputy lc 
would be okay, and advising him he needed to return to the radio car, Deputy Reyes 
ran to the radio car to put out emergent traffic, then returned to Dopu... was 
now being assisted by civilians with towels. 
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Deputy Reyes told Homicide investigators he was certain Suspect Torres shot Deputy 
ith a black semiautomatic pistol. He said he remembered, “Seeing the 
semiautomatic pistol in Suspect Torres’ hand in the instant prior to him grabbing onto 
it” 
IAB Note: Deputy Reyes believed his hand-held radio had switched 
frequencies during the struggle, and that’s why he could not transmit 
emergent traffic. 


Deputy Reyes: 


Deputy Reyes was interviewed at the San Dimas Sheriff Station by Sergeant Laura 
Haynes, Employee E N August 30, 2011. He was represented by Liz Gibbons 
of Green and Shinee. 


Deputy Reyes essentially told the same account as given to Homicide investigators 
during that interview. Deputy Reyes explained when he saw the white car parked in the 
red zone, it was his intent to tell the driver to move out of the area. Deputy Reyes said 
he became suspicious when the passenger appeared nervous, and was slouching 
down in the seat. Deputy Reyes said he backed up, parallel to the white vehicle. He 
told Deputy {Eto contact the driver =z and he would contact the passenger 
(Suspect Torres) 


Upon Deputy Reyes’ contact with Suspect Torres, he was unaware Deputy [EEE bad 
reentered the radio car. Deputy Reyes explained as he contacted Suspect Torres, he 
immediately recognized him from previous contacts, and knew he was an active “Lott 
13" gangmember. As Deputy Reyes ordered Suspect Torres to exit the passenger side 
of the vehicle, and Deputy Reyes began his pat down, Suspect Torres pulled away from 
Deputy Reyes, attempting to run south on the sidewalk. Deputy Reyes was able to 
grab the back of the suspect's jacket, and grabbed the suspect in a “bear hug.” The 
momentum caused both the deputy and suspect to fail to the ground. This prompted 
Suspect Torres to violently begin his assault on Deputy Reyes. Deputy Reyes 
described, he was now fighting with Suspect Torres, who tried to remove Deputy Reyes’ 
duty weapon from his holster. 


As Deputy Reyes was fighting with Suspect Torres, Deputy {arrived to assist. 
Suspect Torres pushed Deputy way from him, was able to regain his footing. 
Erom somewhere on his body, Suspect Torres produced a handgun, and shot Deputy 

in the face. Deputy Reyes was able to push Suspect Torres against a chainlink 
fence, hold him there, while he removed his duty weapon with his right hand, and shot 
Suspect Torres in the face. Deputy Reyes then ran to assist Deputy J Deputy 
Reyes said he tried to transmit emergent radio traffic on his hand-held radio, but 
sometime during the struggle the radio had switched frequencies, and he knew his 
emergent traffic was not transmitting. Deputy Reyes ran to the radio car, and utilizing 
the car radio, was able to transmit emergent radio traffic of “deputy down” (Refer to 
Miscellaneous Documents for CD of radio traffic). 
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IAB Note: During the IAB interview, Deputy Reyes described the violent 
assault with Suspect Torres was so arduous, at one point he was not sure 
he could continue. Deputy Reyes said his training “kicked in” and he 
knew he was not going to let the suspect kill him. Deputy Reyes said he 
was in a fight for his life. 


IAB Note: There is no indication that Deputy Reyes viewed the {i 

DVD after his Homicide interview. The video is extremely dark 
and grainy. Although Deputy Reyes can initially be seen exiting the radio 
car, the subsequent struggle and shooting is not clear.

Coon A as interviewed by Homicide investigators Quintero, Employee 
and Ramirez, Employee #0 at Homicide Bureau on April 08, 2011. He 


was represented by Anna Slotky of Green and Shinee. 


Deput was asked about the traffic stop on the night of the shooting. Deputy 
told investigators he was the book man and — Deputy Reyes, 

was driving. They noticed a white vehicle parked in a red zone and they pulled next to 

it. Deputy Reyes yelled to the female driver, Ms. EE to move her vehicle from the 


red zone she was parked in. 


She provided Deputy with her driver's license, and he reentered the radio car to 
run her driver's license through the mobile digital terminal in the radio car. Deputy 

said he recalled Deputy Reyes exiting the radio car, but he did not remember 
what he did after that. 


Deputy said the next thing he recalled was that he did not see Deputy Reyes 
any longer, so he exited the radio car and saw Deputy Reyes wrestling on the ground 
with the suspect from the vehicle. Deputy said he tried to retrieve his Taser, but 
was unable to get it out of the holster. He assisted Deputy Reyes, by trying to control 
Suspect Torres’ arms, but said Suspect Torres was very strong. Deputy M: <0 
Suspect Torres was able to push the deputies away, and regained his footing 


Deputy [IB said the next thing he remembered, he was at the front of the radio car 
and Deputy Reyes was yelling his name, (Mb re you with me?” Deputy 
sac he did not realize he had been shot until he saw blood on the front of his 
uniform shirt. He recalled citizens running to him with towels, and the paramedics 
arriving. Deputy Bad no memory of how he was shot, or the actual shooting. 


IAB Note: Deputy vas not re interviewed y Internal Affairs 


Bureau, due to the traumatic injury Deput uffered, his ongoing 
recovery, and the fact he had very limited recollection of his actions. 
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IAB Note: A surveillance video from the ‘EEE which is located 
north/east of the shooting scene, captured the traffic stop. The video was 
shown to Deputy Barter his initial statement to Homicide 
investigators. It did not change his recollection of the incident (Refer to 
Miscellaneous Documents for (ET DVD). 


WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
recorded interviews and transcriptions. 


Many witnesses interviewed by Homicide investigators, and East Los Angeles Sheriff 
Station personnel, heard gunshots, or saw Deputy on the ground bleeding 
heavily, but did not witness the Deputy-Involved shooting. Of those interviewed, the 
following witnesses provided information to Homicide investigators, describing Suspect 
Torres’ violent assault on Deputy Reyes, and the Suspect’s shooting of Deputy| 


Civilian Witness 


Ms. iE was interviewed by Homicide investigators Quintero and Ramirez on 
January 11, 2011. 


Ms. was the driver of the vehicle, and Suspect Torres was the passenger, 
when deputies contacted them Ms. I sid she pulled the vehicle over to adjust 
her leg brace. She looked out her driver's side window and saw the police car pull 
alongside her, stating, "they hit the light next to me.” 


1AB Note: Ms. J told investigators she was in a 
with Suspect Torres since October 2010. She added she met him while 
she was working at the 


Ms. S Suspect Torres started yelling at her, ‘What the hell are you doing,” 
and he yelled at her to drive away. 


Ms. i toid investigators one of the deputies asked her for her driver's license. 
She reached for her license in the glove compartment of her vehicle, and that same 
deputy exited the radio car and took her license from her. Ms. MHescribed after 
the deputy looked at her driver's license, he walked to the passenger side of her vehicle 
to talk to Suspect Torres. Ms. EEE said she remembered Suspect Torres saying 
something to the effect of, “I can’t go back to prison.” Ms. EEstated to 
investigators this comment made her nervous. 
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IAB Note: Ms. -< Deputy I after looking at her driver's 
license, walked to the passenger side to talk to Suspect Torres. 
Interviews and statements made by deputies and civilian witnesses 
confirm Deputy [dic take Ms vers license, but Deputy 
Reyes contacted Suspect Torres initially. 


Ms. said when Deputy Reyes ordered Suspect Torres from the vehicle, “the 
next thing she remembered was Suspect Torres and the deputy struggling with each 
other.” Ms. [said the second deputy QJ ran over to them, and all three 
were now fighting on the sidewalk. 


According to Ms. {EE both deputies pushed Suspect Torres against a chain link 
fence. It was at this time, she saw Suspect Torres, “raise a black gun with his right 
hand, and point it at the African American deputy's face.” She then witnessed him fire 
one round. Immediately after firing the shot, she saw the deputy fall to the ground. The 
injured deputy was holding his face, and she could see that he was bleeding heavily. 
She watched the deputy on his hands and knees, as he began to crawl, looking for 
something on the ground. Vs. M saic she saw Deputy Reyes still struggling with 
Suspect Torres. She yelled for Suspect Torres to stop fighting, which he did not. 

Ms. EE said Deputy Reyes was able to pin Suspect Torres against the chain link 
fence with one hand, and with the other hand he raised his gun and fired two times at 
Suspect Torres. This stopped Suspect Torres’ assault on Deputy Reyes 


Ms. said Deputy Reyes told her not to move, and she complied. Several 
civilians began running over to help the injured deputy, and numerous other deputies 
began to arrive. 


Civilian Witness A 


Witness [las interviewed by Homicide Investigators Quintero and Ramirez on 
January 11, 2011. 


Witness Bion investigators he was walking to his truck, to go to a local store to 
buy tortillas. He saw Deputy Reyes, “taking a person out of the passenger seat of a 
white car." Witness recognized Deputy Reyes from patroiling the neighborhood, 
and they have previously exchanged pleasantries. Witness [said when Suspect 
Torres exited the vehicle onto the sidewalk, he tried to pull away from Deputy Reyes, 
who was able to grab him from behind. Both the suspect and the deputy fell to the 
ground and began fighting. Witness B saw Deputy Reyes’ partner, whom he 
described as African American, run toward the two. 


Witness [§said, “As the deputy QB approached Deputy Reyes, he saw the 


suspect retrieve a handgun from his waistband area. From a position on the ground, he 
fired once, striking the deputy in the face.” 
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Witness Bisai after he witnessed Suspect Torres shoot Deputy BE~ the 
face, he was now in fear for his safety, and ran westbound toward an alley, north of his 
residence. 


He added as he was running toward his backyard, “He heard two (2) or three (3) more 
shots.” He described the sounds as one more shot followed by two shots in rapid 
succession. He indicated the last two shots sounded different, “like they were from a 
different gun.” Witness ‘believed the first two shots were from the suspect's 
gun, while the second two shots were from the deputy’s gun.” 


Witness| said he made his way back to the front of his residence, where he saw 
Deput bleeding heavily, so he ran to assist. 


Civilian Witness 


Mrs. HE vas interviewed on January 12, 2011, by Homicide investigators at the 
East Los Angeles Station. IAB Sergeant Haynes and Sergeant Grote, Employee 
monitored the interview from a separate room that had a live feed camera. 


Mrs. Moo investigators she was standing on her front porch when she saw a 
sheriff's vehicle making what she described as a “routine stop,” in front of her 
residence. Ms. Bk 2i she heard the sheriff deputies inside the radio car tell the 
individuals inside the white vehicle to stop. 


Mrs. M: £20 she saw Suspect Torres, who she hes known for fifteen years from 
the neighborhood as “Husky,” inside the passenger side of the white vehicle, yelling to 
the driver to “go, fucking, go.” Mrs. a nc Suspect Torres was on parole, and 
was known to always carry a gun, as well as an active “Lott 13” gang member. 


Mrs. Bc aid she then heard the deputies yelling, ‘Stop, put your hands up,” and 
one of the deputies, whom she recognized as Deputy Reyes, began to “pat down” 
Suspect Torres. Mrs. {baw Suspect Torres pull away from Deputy Reyes, and 
both Deputies Reyes and B ere fighting with Suspect Torres. a 
said, "Husky was kicking their ass.” 


Mrs. [watched as Suspect Torres pushed Deputy Maay from him. 
Suspect Torres retrieved a black handgun from his person, and she saw Deputy Reyes 


and Suspect Torres fighting over the black handgun. Mrs. distinctly recalled 
observing Suspect Torres deliberately shoot Deputy in the face. She added that 
Deputy Be ternpted to re engage Suspect Torres, but was unable to do so due to 


the gunshot wound to his face. 
Mrs. Moo investigators, “The suspect fired twice.” She stated “Husky” was 


cursing the entire time while fighting with the deputies. Mrs. EEE stated in her 
opinion, “the deputies were fighting for their lives.” 
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Mrs. M20 she “believed the suspect fired one round from his gun, and that 
Deputy Reyes shot twice from his handgun.” Mrs. EEE dic not add anything further 
regarding the Deputy-Involved shooting.

Dear Captain Smith: 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office has 
completed its review of the January 11, 2011, fatal shooting of Nestor Torres by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff Deputy Daniel Reyes. It is our conclusion that Deputy Reyes acted in lawful 
self-defense. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriffs 
Department (LASD), submitted to this office by Investigators Marcelo Quintero and Richard 
Ramirez, LASD, Homicide Bureau. The District Attomey’s Command Center was notified of 
the shooting on January 11, 2011, at approximately 8:28 p.m. The District Attomey Response 
Team, comprised of Deputy District Attorney Deborah Escobar and District Attorney Senior 
Investigator Norman Weisenstein, responded and was given a briefing and a walk-through of the 
scene.

FACTUAL ANALYSIS . 


On January 11, 2011, at 7:14 p.m., Deputies Daniel Reyes and conducted a 
traffic stop of a vehicle parked southbound in a red zone on N. Brannick Avenue south of Floral 
Drive in East Los Angeles. NE was the driver of the car and Nestor Torres was 
the front passenger. Torres was ordered out of the vehicle after Reyes observed him make 
furtive movements with his hands, Torres attempted to flee and Reyes grabbed his jacket 
bringing them both to the ground. A struggie ensued. Deputy ame to Reyes’ assistance 
as they tried to gain control over Torres. During the struggle, Torres shot Deputy E. the 
face with a semiautomatic handgun resulting ìn the loss of his left eye. During a battle betwsen 
Reyes and Torres over the gun, Torres fired two more rounds. In fear for his life, Reyes fired his 
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service weapon striking Tortes in the face and fatally wounding him. Torres had a second 
firearm, a .38 caliber revolver, which a witness saw in his possession. It was recovered against 
the west curb in the area Deputy [was shot. 


Statement of Deputy Daniel Reyes 


Deputy Reyes has been a deputy sheriff for twenty years. On January 11, 2011, he was assigned 
to the East Los Angeles Sheriff Station as a training officer to Deputy i While 


on patrol shortly after 7:00 p.m., he observed a white compact car parked southbound in front of 
com CN zone.! He stopped alongside the vehicle and Masked the 
driver, vhy she was parked there. Reyes noticed a male sitting in the front 


passenger seat and decided to contact him. He advised =, contact while he 


As he approached the open passenger window, Reyes recognized the malc as a “Lott 13” gang 
member with the moniker of Husky.” Torres appeared nervous and started fidgeting around in 
his seat, Reyes asked Torres for identification. Torres started moving back and forth and 
reached for his pants pocket and center console. Based on Torres’ suspicious behavior, Reyes 
opened the door and ordered Torres to get out ofthe car. Torres stepped out and turned his back 
toward Reyes. He pushed his body backward then ran southbound. Reyes grabbed Torres’ 
jacket and they both fell to the ground near the front tite of the white car. 


contacted the passenger. 


Reyes tried to grab Torres” arms as they wrestled with each other. Torres was screaming 
obscenities and violently fighting with Reyes in an attempt to escape.’ Ahmed ran over to assist 
Reyes. The deputies got on top of Torres and tried to restrain him. At some point during the 
fight, Reyes was concerned that Torres was trying to take his service weapon. He used his right 
hand to cover his gun. He also tried to use his hand held radio to call for assistance but was 
unsuccessful. As this was occurring, Torres was able to push himself to his feet with the two 
deputies still hanging onto him.* Reyes then heard one to two gunshots in close proximity to 
him. Reyes could no longer see [hile Torres was still standing. Reyes believed that 
Torres had just shot and killed his partner. Torres turned toward Reyes with a black 
semiautomatic handgun pointed at his chest. Reyes grabbed the gun’s muzzle and tried to push it 
away from his body. The struggle over the gun seemed to take 2 long time and Reyes became 
exhausted. As he felt himself losing the battle, his adrenaline and training kicked in and he was 
able to twist the gun away from his body, north toward Floral Drive. Reyes heard what he 
thought were two gunshots and realized that Torres was still trying to shoot him. Reyes forcibl; 
pushed Torres against the chain link fence that separated the sidewalk from the front yard of| 
ER tone hand still on Torres’ gun. While holding Torres against the fence, 
Reyes removed his service weapon from its holster with his right hand and fired two rounds,

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striking Torres once in the face. Reyes was certain that if he had not shot Torres, Torres would 
have killed him. 


He had blood flowing from his face and his left 
eye was swollen shut. Neighbors were assisting him. Reyes ran to the police car and put outa 
“deputy down” assistance request. 


In addition to Torres’ semiautomatic weapon, Reyes observed a large revolver and Deputy 
ervice weapon on the ground after the shooting. 


atement of Depu: 


Deputy N been a deputy sheriff for approximately four years. Prior to being 
hired by the Sheriff's Department, M2s a soldier in the United States Army and was a 


combat duty medic. 


On January 11, 2011 , MBB was assigned as a patrol trainee with Deputy Reyes as his training 
officer. While on patrol, Reyes stopped their police car alongside a white vehicle that had 
parked in ared zone. Reyes asked the female driver why she was parked there. m 
Torres in the front passenger seat. Miieited the police vehicle and approached and 
asked for her driver’s license. After she gave him her license, he ran her information on the 
mobile digital terminal (MDT) inside the police car. 


Meanwhile, Reyes had exited the police car and walked toward the white car. HE oei up 
from the MDT and could no longer see Reyes. He quickly got out of the car and observed Reyes 
in a fight on the ground with Torres. oined Reyes in the fight and tried to subdue 
Torres. [EE§pttempted to use his taser, but he was unable to remove it from its holster. The 
last thing he recalled before being shot was Torres getting up from the ground. He did not see 
Torres with a gun and he did not hear a gunshot. At first, Bk: d not know he had been shot. 
He got up from the ground, although he does not know how he got there. When he felt warm 
liquid on his face and saw his hands and shirt covered in blood, he realized he had been shot. 

kood at the hood of the police car while Reyes called for assistance. Citizens gave him a 
towel. At some point, he realized that his service weapon was no longer in his holster, but he 
does not recall removing it. Bid not see what happened to Torres. The paramedics 
arrived and he was transported to Los Angeles County Medical Center. The bullet entered just 
below his left eye causing major trauma to the pupil and bone structure beneath it. Asa result, + 
surgeons had to remove his eye. The bullet detached his right jaw at the hinge when it exited his 
and had to be wired shut. He was in the hospital for two months and has had five surgeries as of 
April 8, 2011. 


Statement fn 


GER 2x00 Torres had been dating since November 2010. At 7:00 p.m., on January 10, 
2011, oe Torres to wis lB cose in East Los Angeles. Torres went inside for 
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several minutes then returned and asked her to drive him to another location.’ While driving to 
the second location, she pulled over to adjust a leg brace that she wore as a result of a medical 
condition. She made a right turn from Floral Drive then pulled over to the curb. 


Moments later, Torres yelled, “What the hell are you doing?” She looked up and saw a police 
car with two deputies stopped next to her car. One of the deputies asked for her driver’s license. 
As she retrieved her license, the passenger deputy exited the police vehicle and approached her. 
He took her license then walked to the passenger side to speak with Torres. As the deputy 
approached the passenger door, she heard Torres say something to the effect of, “I can’t go back 
to prison.” ‘ not know why Torres said that and it made her very nervous. The 
deputy opened the front passenger door and ordered Torres to exit the car. He pulled Torres out 
of the car and began to search him. The next thing she noticed was the deputy and Torres 
struggling with each other. The second deputy rushed to his partner’s aide. They fought on the 
sidewalk and street then fell to the ground. She observed Torres raise a black gun with his right 
hand and point it at I face. Torres fired one round and the deputy immediately fell to the 
ground bleeding and holding his face. He crawled on his hands and knees as if he were looking 
for something on the street. 


The second deputy was struggling with Torres on the sidewalk. The deputy pushed Torres into a 
chain link fence as they wrestled with each other. With one hand, the deputy pinned Torres to 
the fence, and with the other hand he raised his gun and fired twice at Torres. Torres became 
motionless. His clothing caught on the fence and he was hanging from it. The deputy walked 
toward her and ordered her not to move. He then used the police car’s radio to summon for 
assistance, Several citizens approached the wounded deputy and assisted him in the street. A 
few moments later, additional police units arrived at the scene ` 


Statement of J 
is {the shooting location. He was leaving his home 


when he noticed that two deputies had stopped a white, car. He observed Deputy Reyes take the 
passenger out of the car and walk him to the sidewalk.’ The passenger suddenly pulled away as 
if he was trying to flee. Reyes grabbed him from behind and they both fell to the ground and 
began to struggle. Reyes’ partner ran to his aide. As the partner approached Reyes, the 
passenger retrieved a revolver from his waistband area. While on the ground, the man fired one 
time and struck the partner deputy in the face.* In fear for his safety, Biran down an alley 
and jumped the fence into his backyard. As he was running, he heard two or three more shots. 
He described the sounds as one shot followed a short time later by two shots in rapid succession. 
He indicated that the last two shots sounded as if they came from a different gun than the first 
one. He made his way back to his front yard and saw the injured deputy holding his face and

clothes from a chain link fence.

Hs tc ME Sine was standing on her porch when she observed a 


sheriff’s vehicle make a traffic stop. She recognized the car’s passenger as Nestor Torres who 


has the moniker of “Husky.” She has known him for fifteen years and knew that he was a “Lott” 
gang member who always carried a gun. 


Torres was telling the driver, “Go, fuckin’ go!” when the police car stopped them. Eventually, 
Torres was removed from the car and one of the deputies patted him down. Torres tried to pull 
away and it led to a fight with the deputies. It appeared that Tores had the advantage over the 
deputies during the fight. Torres pushed Bh way from him. He was holding a black 
handgun that was not a revolver. She saw Torres repeatedly shoot | Te the face. 

tried to get back into the fight but was unable to do so. In her opinion, the deputies were fighting 
for their lives. Reyes fought Torres for possession of the gun. She believed that Torres fired 
one round and Reyes fired two rounds. 


Statement of M 
HEB ives on a He was in his bedroom when he heard two 
gunshots. He went to the front door and sawl on his hands and knees on the street as if he 


was trying to locate something. Reyes and Torres were struggling on the sidewalk. It appeared 
that Torres was giving Reyes a “bear hug” until the deputy was.able to break free. Torres was 
holding something that could have been a handgun. He heard Torres say, “What the fuck.” He 
then saw him leaning against the fence as if he had been shot by the deputy. At that time, BEEE 
saw a handgun lying on the sidewalk. 


Cause of Death and Toxicology 


Torres was transported to Los Angeles County Medical Center and was pronounced dead at 7:52 
p.m. Los Angeles County Deputy Medical Examiner Yulai Wang, M.D., conducted the autopsy 
on January 13, 2011. Torres sustained a fatal gunshot wound to his face that went through his 
neck and struck his spinal cord. A projectile was recovered from his body and booked into 
evidence. The toxicology report revealed that Torres’ blood tested positive for cocaine, 
methamphetamine and phencyclidine. Torres also had a 0.12% blood alcohol level. 


Ballistic Evidence and Analysis 


A black Smith & Wesson, .38 special caliber revolver was located adjacent to the west curb in 
front of| ETA The firearm was loaded to capacity with six rounds in the 


cylinder. 
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Deputy HR service Hin a Beretta 9mm Luger semiautomatic handgun, was located in 


the street in front of| It had one round in the chamber and the magazine 
was loaded to capacity with fifteen rounds. 


Reyes’ service weapon, a Beretta 9mm Luger semiautomatic handgun, had one round in the 
chamber and thirteen live rounds in the magazine when it was recovered after the shooting. The 
rounds were head stamped “WIN 9mm Luger.” The magazine had a cartridge capacity of fifteen 
rounds. 


A fired cartridge casing, head stamped “WIN 9mm Luger,” was located on the sidewalk in front 
of EEE (1 wes identified as having been fired from Deputy Reyes’ service 


weapon.: 


A fired cartridge casing, head stamped “WIN 9mm Luger,” was located on the front lawn in 
front of the residence at (Mon the west sice of the chain link fence. It was 
identified as having been fired from Deputy Reyes’ service weapon. 


The bullet jacket and core fragments recovered during Torres’ autopsy were identified as having 
been fired from Deputy Reyes’ service weapon. 


The first unit to arrive at the scene after the shooting observed a Glock model 22, .40 caliber 
semiautomatic handgun on the sidewalk next to Torres’ left hand as a he hung from the chain 
link fence. The weapon had an empty cartridge casing jammed in the chamber, head stamped 
“Federal 40 S&W.” It had thirteen rounds in the magazine with a cartridge capacity of fifteen 
rounds, 


A fired cartridge casing, head stamped “Federal 40 S&W,” was located on the sidewalk just 
north of the location that Torres came to rest on the chain link fence. It was identified as having 
been fired from the Glock semiautomatic handgun. 


A bullet hole was located in the windshield of a Satum vehicle parked southbound on the west 
side of N. Brannick Avenue approximately 200 feet north of the shooting location. A fired bullet 
was recovered from the headliner above the right rear passenger seat. 


Bullet jacket fragments were removed from Deputy ii during surgery. These fragments 
were compared with the fired bullet removed from the Saturn and the Glock semiautomatic with 
inconclusive results. The items exhibited similar general rifling characteristics, however due to 
their damaged condition, the fired bullets lack sufficient individual characteristics for 
identification or elimination. 


The bullet jacket fragments removed from Sni the fired sullet from the Saturn were not 
fired from either Deputy M- Reyes’ service weapon. 


° The Glock had been stolen between December 10 and 11, 2009, during a vehicle burglary in Prescott, Arizona, 
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Video Surveillance 


A neighborhood store at the northeast corner of N. Brannick Avenue and Floral Drive had four 
exterior surveillance cameras operating at the time of the shooting. Two cameras captured 
portions of the traffic stop and interaction between the deputies and Torres. The distance from 
the scene and quality of the video make it difficult to see anything with great clarity. In addition, 
a street sign and the two involved vehicles obstructed most of what occurred on the sidewalk and 
street. The surveillance video does show that 1:36 minutes elapsed between the time Es 
seen exiting the patrol car to assist Reyes and the time Reyes is seen running back to the patrol 
car to put ou: the assistance call. 


CONCLUSION 


The use of deadly force in self-defense or in defense of another is justifiable if the person 
claiming the right actually and reasonably believed (1) that he or the person he was defending 
was in imminent danger of being killed or suffcring great bodily injury, (2) that the immediate 
use of force was necessary to defend against that danger, and (3) that he used no more force than 
was reasonably necessary to defend against that danger.

‘The evidence examined in this investigation shows that Nestor Torres was armed with two 
firearms at the time that Deputies a. Reyes came in contact with him, When he told 

he was not going back to prison, he signaled a desire to avoid arrest at all cost. First, he 
attempted to flee from Reyes then elected to fight with both deputies rather than submit to their 
authority. During the fight, he removed one of his guns and shot Deputy [EEE While he and 
Reyes struggled over the gun, he fired two more rounds. We find that Torres’ life threatening 
actions placed Reyes in actual, imminent danger of death or great bodily injury. With the 
knowledge that his partner had been shot and that Torres was still trying to shoot him in a 
desperate attempt to escape, Reyes’ response with deadly force was both reasonable and 
necessary. We find that Reyes acted in lawful self-defense and are therefore closing our file and 
will take no further action in this matter.
